"There is no ground to hope that 
in the face of {leraistont und grow- 
ing demands the aggregate of a|ipro- 
priutiuns for the smaller schemes not 
covered by contracts will be reiluce<l 
Ol even remain stationary. For the 
liscal year ending June 30, 180-S, 
such approprialiun.s, together with 
the installmeuts on c<jnlracts which 
will full due in ibat year, can hirdly 
be less than thirty millions of dol.ars 
and it may re.asooaiily lie apprehend, 
ed that the prevalent tendency to 
wards increased expenditures of this 
sort and the concealment which post 
pined pay men ta atfori for extrava- 
gance will increwsc the burdens char- 
geable lo this act in the succeeding 
years. 

‘ 'In view of the obligations impo- 
sed upon me by the conrtiluUon, it 
seems to me ijuite clear that 1 only 
discharge a duty to our people when 
1 interpose my disapproval of the 
legislation proposed. 

"Many of the objects for which it 
appropriates publiu money are not 
related to the public welfare, and 
many of them are palpably for tbe 
benefit ef limited localities or in aid 
of individual interests. 

"Un tbe (ace of tbe bill it appears 
that nut a few of these alleged im- 
provementa have licen to improvi- 
dently planned and prosecuted that 
after an unwise expenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars new experimeota for 
tbeir accompliabment have been en- 
tered upon. 

- "\V bile those entrusted wi’.h tbe 
itiuasgement of public funds in the 
iDtoreat of all the people can hardly 
justify ({ueationable expenditures for 
(lubltc work by pleading the opinion 
of engineers or others as t } tne prac- 
ticability of such work, it appears 
that some of the projects for which 
appropristions are proposed in lois 
bill have been entered upon without 
tbe approval of or against lue objec- 
tions of examining engineers. 1
